To  be  posted  in  retail  food  stores. 

•  Retailers  shall  not  engage  in  a  series  of 
transactions  in  order  to  provide  the 
same  food  stamp  customer  an  amount 
of  cash  change  greater  than  the 
maximum  99  cents  cash  change 
allowed  in  one  transaction. 

•  Retailers  shall  not  collect  State  or  local 
sales  taxes  on  purchases  made  with 
food  stamps.

Food  Stamps 
Cannot  Buy: 

•  Any  nonfood  items, 
such  as 

•  pet  foods 

•  soaps,  paper  products,  and 
household  supplies 

•  grooming  items  and  cosmetics 

•  Alcoholic  beverages 
and  tobacco 

•  Vitamins  and  medicines 

•  Any  food  that  will  be 
eaten  in  the  store 

•  Hot  foods  that  are  ready 
to  eat 

•  Any  food  marketed  to  be 
heated  in  the  store 
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
